This waa ta th% case of Brack 
Owen against tha city of |>aducah, 
wharalB a ault was broaght to enjoin 
tha dafaadant from collecting a tax 
or selling Owen's Island, in Tennes- 
see river, opposite the city. This 
suit had been wai.lu-d with Kieat in- 
terest by attorneys and others inter- 
ested in tha municipality, and Judge 
Read's opinion in deciding the ault 
in laa^y aod ■mada pp of chaKar 
aad oooatttutiottal quotatloMf In aap- 
port of his decisloo, 

Tha. city some time ago assessed 
a taa against Qwea's laUnd la Ten 
naaaaa rlrar, whieV la mada up of 
aboat acres of ground during 
tha low water period, and which is 
barely visihie to the e>e, except for 
a few^trees, in high water. 

The owner of the property contend- 
that the city coutd not tax him for 
the property, as it la not InaMe the 
city boandary lines. The city went 
ahpad and aasessed It, notwithstand- 
ing, and assessineiit.i for the years 
Ii>(l2-;!-4 Were levied but not collect- 
ed.

i>etween the United atatea and the 
republli 'u l.w. at annexation. It 
wa« exi>'..iiii> '1 ''111 I lie radicals In 
Panama Im!'-\.i1 that coudiHons 
would be beitr there if the United 
States were the actual sovereign 
instead of the yraawtar, of the 
isthmian republic. 

It turn.s out tliat the raiial rora- 
mlttce of the senate has been fcel- 
Ing mu»h the same way. As the in- 
veettiiation of canal affairs has pro- 
greaaed. thIa view hag gained ground 
Today it can he aaid with entire 
(onfldence there la a atrong feeling 
In the I'oiumittet' that a new deal is 
necessary, and that the I'nlted 
Statea ought. In Juattce to Itself, and 
to tka canal's future, to take over, 
under Ita abaoluto eoatrol. If not 
the entire Panamaa rapnblle, at 
least the canal loae. 

The senate committee li- not k^IoS 
to make any sensational decisions at 
a ra^aU of its deliberations. It, Is 
dlamaad to make the baat of coadi- 
tloaa as It h^s found tbam. It ree 
ogalfen ^hal money that has been 
spent Is gone, irretrievably. 

There i;i amultltude of iincer - 
lainilaa about issues that may^con- 
oara oa)y the poUca power of this 
country oa the laihaiHa, aad that 
again may be of Intaraatioaal char- 
acter The eaalesi way to aattla 
thcM'. man) feel, la to have this 
country take over the republic of 
Panama.
